@ A recent Billboard article reports 
that in the USA, after a long period in 
decline, country record sales are 
picking up again, with most of the 
impetus provided by new acts. 


NEWCOMERS INSPIRE 
RISE IN COUNTRY 


MUSIC RECORD 
SALES. 


Besides spurring sales, young acts 
are also bringing the kind of industry- 
wise excitement to country music that 
has been missing, since the ‘Urban 
Cowboy’ days of the early ‘80's. 


@ The excitement has already 
manifested itself in the nominations 
for this year’s Country Music 
Association Awards, which were 
swept by such newcomers as Randy 
Travis, The Judds, The Forester 
Sisters, Dwight Yoakham, Kathy 
Mattea, and George Strait. 


@ ‘You'll notice that all these new 
acts have one thing in common,’ says 
Bruce Hinton, MCA's senior Vice 
President and General Manager. 
‘They're all young, and they seem to 
be attracting young record buyers’. 


@ George Strait, who first charted in 
1981, is one of MCA’s top sales 
successes. His early albums have 
gone gold, and his current one is 
nearing that level, according to 
Hinton. The Judds, country’s best- 
selling act after the perpetually 
platinum Alabama, has sold more 
than two million albums, in less than 
three years of recording. (Alabama's 
Sales top 22 million albums in its six 
years as a major label act.) 


@ Sawyer Brown, a rock/country 
band, that made its Capitol debut in 
1984, continues to be one of that 
label's most profitable signings. 
*Shakin’, the Band's newest album, 
has reportedly sold more than 300,000 
units. 


@ Randy Travis’ first album, ‘Storms 
of Life’, was No. 1 on Billboard's Top 
Country Albums chart for four 
consecutive weeks and has vaulted 
into the 80's on the pop charts. The 
Album is now approaching sales of 
400,000, according to Warner Bros’ 
Vice President of promotion, Nick 
Hunter.

BOY SHOT 


@ ANDREW Lee Skaggs, the 
seven year old son of country 
singer Ricky Skaggs, was the 
innocent victim of an appalling 
shooting accident in Virginia, USA, 


@ Andrew was the only 
Passenger ina car being drivenon 
a highway near Roanoke, Virginia, 
by his mother, Brenda, ex-wife of 
Ricky Skaggs. At about 9.20 pm 
the car was overtaking a tractor- 
trailer rig. As the car drew level 
with the cab, the driver fired a 
38-calibre pistol, which hit Andrew 
in the face. 


@ Travis stablemate, Dwight 
Yoakham, has registered sales of 


almost 300,000 on his Reprise album. 


‘Guitars. Cadillacs, Etc, Etc’. And a 
third Warner Bros act, The Forester 
Sisters. which first recorded in 1985, 
is said to have sold nearly 200.000 of 
its its initial album and passed the 
100.000 mark on the followup. 
‘Perfume. Ribbons And Pearls’. 


@ Acceptance of The Foresters was so 


swift, that three of the singles from the 
group's debut album went to No. 1 on 
the country chart. 


@ At Columbia/Epic, Ricky Skaggs, 
who made his major-label bow in 1981, 
can now claim total album sales of 
more than three million. While the 
label declines to release sales figures 
for much-touted newcomers, Marty 


Stuart and Sweethearts of the Rodeo, a 


spokeswoman says, album sales for 
both acts are at least twice the 
projected figure. 


@ Restless Heart's first album for 
RCA, has sold more than 100,000 
copies since it was released early last 
year, according to the label. Pake 
McEntire, a more recent addition to 
RCA's roster, is now said to be 
approaching 50,000 on his ‘Too Old To 
Grow Up’ album. 


@ MTM Records, itself a ‘new act’ in 
town, will not release any sales figures 
on its two most prominent artists, Judy 
Rodman and Girls Next Door. Rodman 
took her ‘Until | Met You’ to the top of 
the Hot Country Singles chart in July, 
and the Girls’, ‘Slow Boat To China’, is 
at No. 8 on the singles chart this week. 
MTM President, Howard Stark, says he 
is ‘extremely surprised and pleased’ at 
the level of sales both acts have 
reached. 


@ Mercury reports that sales of Kathy 
Mattea’s first two albums were givena 
boost by the extensive airplay 
garnered by her most recent single, 
‘Love At The Five & Dime’, which 
peaked at No. 3. It was the highest 
Mattea had charted, since her 1983 
debut. i 


@ Mattea, The Forester Sisters, 
Travis, and Yoakham are all 
contending for the CMA’s Horizon 
Award, along with Dan Seals. 


@ While the sales cited for new acts 
are still modest compared to those of 
many pop newcomers, Warner Bros’ 
Hunter, notes that the country acts are 
coming on faster. 


@ A36 year old man was arrested 
two hours later, and charged on 
seven counts, including malicious 
wounding, possession of a stolen 
weapon, and possession of 
cocaine, marijuana, and speed. 


@ Ricky Skaggs, who was at his 
Nashville home with his wife 
Sharon, immediately chartered a 
‘plane and travelled to Roanoake 
Memorial Hospital, 


@ Andrew Lee Skaggs is the 
second of Ricky Skaggs’ three 
children; the others are Mandy, 
aged nine, and Molly, aged two. 


Ricky Skaggs cancelled a number 
of concerts, in order to stay at 
Andrew's bedside.

John Hurley, composer of ‘Love Of 
The Common People’, ‘Son Of A 
Preacher Man’, and othe 
successes, has died in Nashville, 
aged 45. He started in music at 
four, singing in Pittsburgh bars with 
his uncle, and was hosting a 
children's programme, ‘Happy 
Party’, when he was nine, as well 
as singing with the Pittsburgh 
Opera Company.

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AUGUST ‘BLANK’ HOLIDAY 
FOR MOST OF THE FESTIVALS!

@ IT did not require anyone to be a genius to guess, in 
advance, that most of the promoters of the various 
country music festivals, put on over the August Bank 
Holiday, would catch a financial cold. 


@ | managed a visit to The Showboat Nene Valley 
Country Music Festival, on the Friday night, and the 
audience was very sparse, but with the lousy weather, | 
suppose this was to be expected. Promoter, Wendy 
Lane, later stated that attendances picked up for the 
three following evening shows, claiming over 1,000 
customers at each, although conceeding the afternoon 
crowds were more disappointing. Judging by reports, 
Foster & Allen had a good reception, The Shack Band, 
and Little Ginny were singled out for praise by fans | 
spoke to. Although Wendy has said she was not too 
disappointed, and stated she had plans to hold the 
event next year, even with the kind of attendances 
claimed, it is obvious that this year, it cannot have been 
anything near a financial success. 


@ Over the years, Neil Coppendale has persevered 
with his own All-British Festival, at Worthing, and | am 
pleased to report, the troubles affecting the other 
events passed him by. Although they were always 
looking for smaller numbers than the other events, 
because of the limitations of the venue. | understand it 
was a virtual sell-out, and the event gathered a lot of 
praise for virtually all the acts who appeared. 


@ The story at the other seaside event, at Morecambe, 
is more disappointing. Apparently, only Slim Whitman 
drew anything like a reasonable crowd. The event is 
reputed to have lost many thousands of pounds, and to 
add insult to injury, the big top was blown down the 
following day in the terrible weather which affected all the 
country. The good news is, that the event will, hopefully, 
go on, but with a move to June next year, so it will not 
clash with the other major events. 


@ Regarding the 3-day event at Norwich, | had no 
advance information and have heard nothing since, so 
can make no comment on its success or failure. 


@ This leaves me with the festival | chose to attend, the 
Peterborough Country Music Festival, promoted by 
Jeffery and Howard Kruger. | will say, from the off, that 
musically, this was the best festival | have ever attended 
at Peterborough. 


Jack Daniels If You Please! 


@ There was a good presence of the 'Round Up team 
there over the weekend: Joe Allen, Irene Paterson, 
Tony Anderson, Pete Smith, Clive Wynes, Jim Duncan, 
Jim Silverthorn, and the crap (sorry) capped crusaders, 
Brian Ahern and Pete Coffey. We made contact with 
lots of old friends, not least of all Jack Daniels, at the 
‘Round Up Hospitality Tent. One of the nicest aspects 
of this type of event, is meeting such people, and having 
a bit of time to have a chat, instead of having to rush off, 
as usual. As it was sited right next to the ‘CMRU’ 
open-air stage, we also had the bonus of being able to 
listen, along with a really good-sized crowd, to some 
excellent original country music - that was the only 
music allowed on stage - British-written country songs 
presented by British country artistes, and how well they 
were received. 


@ As always at major festivals, we have spread the 
reviews around the various members of the ‘CMRU’ 
team, to try and get as varied a report as possible, which 
is probably a good idea, because for one particular act, | 
think we all had different opinions. Still, that is what it is 
all about when you review a show... purely one 
person's opinion. If you went to the festival, | hope you 
enjoyed it, if you didn’t, you missed a musical treat, as | 
hope the reviews will show. 


A Personal Word of Thanks. 


@ Without a doubt, this is the festival | will always 
remember, because it was the one where | decided to 
redesign the shape of my car, by trying to drive it undera 
two-foot high pole. | would like to publicly thank the two 
Brians and Roger, for working so hard to get me back on 
the road, and to Mary Arnold, for driving me around in 
the meantime, allowing me to get various interviews etc. 
But then again, we've always known we've got good 
friends in country music, haven't we?

@ | suppose the old saying that if you are going to 
do something, do it properly, holds more than an 
element of truth in it. | feel, in this case, | can say it 
is true. | know many will feel | am biased, because | 
write for ‘Round Up, but | am a freelance 
contributor, not exclusively employed by the 
paper, indeed, as much of my writing about country 
music appears in the National Weekly Press, as in 
this publication. 


@ | felt from the off, the ordinary fan wanted a poll 
with a large enough participation, to give it 
credibility. | have not seen the actual figures, but | 
am assured, nearly 10,000 votes were cast - and 
that is very big by previous standards, outside of 
America. 


@ | had it put to me, before the results were known, 
that as the readers of only one paper would vote, 
then there would be a bias towards those acts who 
regularly advertised in that paper. You only have to 
Study the results and look through back copies, to 
see there is no truth in that at all. 


@ So, having done it right from the off, how did it 
turn out on the night? In my opinion, excellently. 
The award nominations, and final winners were 
jointly read out by Lynn Anderson and Ed Bruce, with 
video acknowledgements. The timing was tight, and 
the acceptance speeches were really a lesson to 
everyone in keeping them short. | think everyone 
ought to be congratulated. particularly Lynn and Ed 
for managing with some names which were 
obviously foreign to them. 


@ The Judds success in America has travelled 
across the Atlantic, and Wynonna and Naomi were 
chosen three times by the fans. They took the top 
award, ‘Readers’ Choice’, as the act which had 
received the most votes, overall; the International 
Duo award; and the Most Promising International/Act 
award - which reflects just how far they have come, 
and how fast. When | first interviewed them, a couple 
of years ago, they said: ‘London? We've only just 
found our way to Nashville!’. Well, times have 
changed, and it was announced by British publicist, 
Tony Byworth, who represents them in Europe and 
who collected the awards on their behalf, they are 
planning to appear in Britain, in February 1987. 


@ The Judds were not unique in being an act, never 
having actually appeared here, winning an award, 
because the Most Popular International Group award 
went to Alabama. Perhaps the winning of it will 
encourage the group to plan a foray in Britain? 


@ The Most Popular International Male Artist award 
went to Ricky Skaggs, who was, no doubt, picking up 
vptes from the popularity of his last two tours here, 
and the fact that at least he has tried to promote his 
music, professionally, in Europe. Richard Wootton, 
who collected on his behalf, said Ricky would be back 
soon, to appear on ‘Wogan’, at the very least. Janie 
Fricke was generally considered to have been one of 
the successes at this year’s Silk Cut Festival, and 
obviously fans agreed, because she picked up the 
Most Popular International Female Artist award. 


@ The above awards were in the International 
category, but the biggest cheers of the night came, 
when it was announced that Raymond Froggatt had 
taken the Most Popular British Male Artist award. 
Froggie had delighted the audience the night before, 
and left a video message thanking them all. One big 
surprise was in the British Female award, with Rose 
Marie not only lifting this title, but also being 
presented with a Silver Disc to acknowledge the 
sales of her recently TV-marketed album. This 
lovely, bubbling lady was so full of enthusiasm 
afterwards, she was a pleasure just to watch, and 
Nashville Network TV, who were filming the event, 
immediately did a one-to-one interview with her, 
expressing an interest in her representing Britain at 
Fan Fair next year, on the international show. 


@ With so many good British bands around, | would 
have thought the Most Popular British Group would 
have been the section which was really wide open, 
and obviously the Essex-based, Hickory Lake were 
delighted when their name was announced. Band 
leader, Vic Woodhouse, told me afterwards: ‘I 
always thought these things were a fiddle .. . but 
obviously, I’m convinced now they're not ...1 
mean, we haven't got a fiddle in the band... . and 
even though that may disqualify us from being able 
to play in Texas, we are available for anywhere 
else!’ 


@ On a personal note, | can remember Hickory 
Lake playing at the Crayford Town Hall years ago. 
Vic is the only one left of that line-up. I’ve seen the 
ups and downs for the band, and the way they’ve 
worked so hard, trying to please the fans, and think 
this recognition is great for all five of them. 


@ Peterborough’s own Duffy Brothers, currently 
taking coals to Newcastle, touring the world and 
largely the USA with Charley Pride, were awarded 
the Most Popular British Duo/Trio Award. In their

@ Officially, that was the end of the awards, but 
‘CMRU’ Editor, Colin Kettle, made a special 
presentation to Tony Byworth and Richard Wootton 
of Byworth-Wootton International, to show 
appreciation for all the efforts they are making to 
expand the market for country music in Britain.

@ My informants in Nashville, sent me information 
in the middle of August about the nominations for 
this year’s CMA’s awards, and as the results of 
"Round Up’s own poll are covered in this edition, | 
thought it might be of interest to readers, to see 
where the country music industry is heading when it 
nominates its own favourites this month. 


@I suppose having been so hot for so long, it was 
obvious that Alabama eventually had to drop out of 
contention, but | must admit, | found it a bit of a 
shock that they were not nominated in any of the 
major categories, but then again, one of the things | 
like about the American country music industry is, 
that they always seem to find space for new stars, 
and acts that were unheard of only a few months 
ago, are now up for CMA awards. 


@ The prestigious Entertainer of the Year Award, 
really only sees Willie Nelson flying the flag for 
what | describe as the ‘old brigade’, and the 
difference between his career (during which he has 
made more records than Seb Coe) and The Judds - 
who are also nominated after a couple of albums - 
could not be more extreme. .. .Last year’s Male 
and Female Award winners, George Strait and Reba 
McEntire, are also in the group which is completed 
by the current holder, Ricky Skaggs. | always feel 
that the title ‘entertainer’, denotes more than the 
talent of having a good voice and the ability to puta 
song over, and therefore, feel that Skaggs should 
hold on to his crown, but have the feeling that 
because of his chart success, that this will be 
George Strait’s year. 


@ In the Group of the Year category, Exile, The Nitty 
Gritty Dirt Band, The Forrester Sisters, and The Oak 
Ridge Boys are all nominated, but the current buzz 
being generated by The Judds, makes me feel sure 
they must be favourites to retain the title they won 
last year. 


@ George Strait, again, must be the one to beat for 
those going for the Male Vocalist accolade. The ‘old 
brigade’, here, is represented by George Jones; Gary 
Morris is trying to start a new Dynasty of country 
super stars; Hank Williams Jnr is nominated, but | 
suspect, as always, he will be the ‘bridesmaid and 
not the bride’, because if he couldn’t win all those 
years when he was dominating the country album 
and singles charts, what chance has he now? But, it’s 
nice to see his new stablemate at Warner Bros, 


Randy Travis, shoot virtually from nowhere to get 
FIVE nominations- and there’s no doubt he’s 
country, not country-pop! 


@ Although Reba McEntire currently rules the 
roost, as far as the ladies are concerned, | am going 
to go for an outsider, Rosanne Cash. Why? Simply a 
hunch influenced by personal choice, but Emmylou 
Harris and Janie Frickie have both picked up the 
title in the past and Anne Murray has been 
successful in other sections. 


@ The CMA Horizon Award is the newcomer’s 
award, and once again, the name Randy Travis 
appears ina list that, | think, most of us in the UK will 
have difficulty in chosing from: Dwight Yoakham, The 
Forrester Sisters, Dan Seals, and Kathy Mattea. All 
have made a big impression in America, over the 
past year, as have several others who have been left 
out, as there is now a lot of exceptional talent 
knocking at country music's door. 


@ Song of the Year, sees two of Travis’ chart 
successes nominated, ‘1982’ and ‘On The Other 
Hand’. Dan Seals had the big crossover success of 
the year with ‘Bop’, but personally, | feel ‘All That 
Glitters’ was a much better country song, but that is 
ignored.

Merle Haggard has been embroiled of late in several ‘no 
shows’, which will reportedly land him in court, and has 
cancelled a number of scheduled concerts as well. Ray Price 
was booked to replace Haggard at the New Mexico State Fair, 
in Albuquerque, on September 19, and the fair is ‘considering 
filing suit against Haggard’, who was leading all other 
headliners in ticket sales, at the time of the cancellation. 
‘IlIness and exhaustion’ are the reasons cited for Haggard’s 
problems. His long-time mentor/manager, Lewis Talley, died 
recently, on Haggard’s houseboat in California; financial 
woes have forced him to sell his beloved Silverthom resort, 
and insiders speculate marital problems are adding to the 
burden. Danny Davis & The Nashville Brass worked the 
Elkhart County Fair in Goshen, IN, for the ninth consecutive 
year, on July 21. Without fail, each time they have been on 
Stage, performing ‘Wabash Cannonball’, a train has passed 
by . . . for nine straight years! Dolly Parton will be headlining 
at the Golden Nuggett, Atlantic City, NJ, on 17-19 October, 
returns there 4-7 December, then moves out to Las Vegas to 
work for the Nuggett there, 11-13 December. Danny Cooksey 
is getting ready to do an ABC-TV special with Parton, 
tentatively entitled, ‘Dolly Christmas’. Henry (The Fonz) 
Winkler is directing. Danny will quest on ‘Puttin’ On The Kids’, 
on 1 and 28 November; was recently in Canada to do a Hasbro 
Toy commercial. Little Richie Johnson reports Carlos 
Quintas, the Portugese singer, for whom he had just produced 
an album, remains in critical condition, following a head-on 
collision in Arizona. Tommy Thomason, also seriously 
injured in an auto accident of late, is doing well. Hank 
Thompson, celebrating his 40th year in country music, has 
just released a new MCA/Dot album, on which he is joined by 
a number of ‘friends’ including fellow-Texan, George Strait. 
Thompson has appointed Kris Black VP of Promotion for his 
music interests. Kris, formerly Promotion Director for Buck 
Owens Enterprises, in Bakersfield, CA, was nominated by 
Billboard magazine as Promotion Director of the Year, in 
1972, and is delighted to be back in the business of country 
music.

Patty Loveless’ debut album for MCA, is due for January 
release; a new single is scheduled for October. 


@ Mei Tillis has renewed his association with the Jim

WITH THE MUSIC 


@ Andrew Lee Skaggs, the 7 year-old son of Ricky Skaggs 
and his first wife, Brenda, continues to improve, following 
two operations to repair wounds sustained when he was 
shot in the face by a truck driver. Mrs Skaggs stated she was 
driving on I-81 in western Virginia, when a truck, driven by 
Edward Dean Duehring, 36, of Germantown, MD, pulled 
from the side of the road, in front of her car, and she followed 
it for a few yards through a construction area. Then, she 
Said, the truck got into the right lane and she went into the 
left lane. But when the truck started weaving into her lane, 
she blew her horn and tried to go around it. That is when the 
shot was fired, although she was not immediately aware 
there had been a gunshot. She asked her son whether the 
trucker had thrown something into the car. At the same time, 
the youngster collapsed into her lap, saying he had been hit. 
The bullet entered through the upper lip, damaging five 
teeth, cutting the tongue and left tonsil, before lodging in his 
neck, narrowly missing the child’s jugular vein. Three of the 
lost teeth were baby teeth and will grow back, but dental 
work will be required to replace two permanent front teeth. 
Damage to the face was minimal. A second operation was 
required to repair damage in the carotid artery, which 
serves as the main cinduit of blood to the left side of the 
brain. Duehring was charged with malicious wounding, 
shooting into an occupied vehicle, possession of a stolen 
weapon, possession of cocaine, methamphetamine and 
marijuana, and use of a firearm in the commission of a 
felony. Preliminary hearings on the charges are set for 25 
and 26 September. Cards and messages may be directed to 
Andrew, in care of his Dad’s fan club president, Sandra 
Rasonover, PO Box 121799, Nashville TN 37212-1799. 


@ Willie Nelson and Kris Kristofferson are set to co-host the 
20th annual Country Music Awards Show on 13 October. The 
90-minute programme will be carried on CBS with a stereo 
simulcast on the Mutual Broadcasting System. Wynonna and 
Naomi, The Judds, and Reba McEntire, each garnered five 
nominations in this year’s balloting. George Strait, and 
newcomer Randy Travis captured four apiece. Recent 
multiple award winners, Alabama, are out of the running, 
though their ‘Greatest Video Hits’ on RCA/Columbia Home 
Video Musicvision label has just been certified 
platinum . . . and that means 50,000 units sold. In the words 
of one of our favourite journalists, Robert K Oermann, of ‘The 
Tennessean’, ‘The 1986 CMA nominations are striking, 
because of the stellar names left out, as voters turned toward 
the ‘New Breed’ of country stars.’ We join Oermann in 
wondering whether CMA may have ‘thrown the baby out with 
the bath water?’ In an attempt to give recognition to the 
unsung instrumentalists of Music Row, the organisation has 
eliminated Chet Atkins and the rest of the most famous 
pickers in Nashville, from its awards competition this year. 
With the recent eligibility changes, ‘a musician must have 
played on at least one album or single that has appeared on 
the Top 10’. While we realise rule changes are essential in 
the on-going business of country music, we fail to understand 
how masters, such as Atkins, who reaped considerable 
success this year as a jazz artist, can be ineligible to compete 
as Instrumentalist of the Year. As Oermann pointed out, it has 
become an ‘Accompanying Musicians Award’ in 1986. 


@ Besides being Lee Greenwood’s date of birth, 27 October 
marks Theodore Roosevelt's birthday, and Navy Day. It is 
also the day Greenwood will be the special guest of the US 
Navy, aboard the USS Theodore Roosevelt, in Newport 
News, VA, for commissioning celebrations of the nation’s 
Tist aircraft carrier. The nuclear vessel is the newest and 
best-equipped in the fleet, extending for over three football 
fields and housing more than 3,000 sailors. Greenwood was 
chosen by the crew of the Roosevelt, to be their Mascot, and 
to headline the Commissioning Ball, at the Virginia Beach 
Pavilion. 


@ A twin-engined plane carrying Glen Campbell made a 
belly landing on 8 August, at a Phoenix, AZ, airport, after the 
pilot forgot to lower the landing gear. Friction between the 
plane and the runway, reportedly caused a small fire on 
board the aircraft, but there were no injuries among the 
handful of passengers. 


@ Gene Weed, West Coast TV producer, has been re- 
elected President of thd Academy of Country Music, in Los 
Angeles. Cliffie Stone, long-time promoter/producer, is the 
new Vice President. Rose Vargas has been re-elected 
Secretary, Selma Williams as Treasurer. Dave Douds, of the 
West Coast Morris Agency, was elected to a two-year term 
on the Board as Manager/Booker. 


@ A last-minute loss of corporate sponsorships caused the 
cancellation of the Salute to the Future Farmers of America, 
scheduled at Arrowhead Stadium, in Kansas City, MO, on 2 
August. Some fifty acts were committed to perform, 
including Alabama, Conway Twitty, Gene Watson, John 
Conlee, Ronnie McDowell, and John Anderson. The show is 
being rescheduled for sometime in 1987. 


@ Bill Anderson reports they are getting ready to tape new 
segments of The Nashville Network's popular ‘Fandango’ 
show, in November. There will be several changes in the 
set, the way the game is played, and most of all, in the 
prizes. ‘We'll be giving away cars, boats, fur coats, and the 
like, and that's exciting,’ says Anderson. 


@ Texas native, Johnny Rodriguez, is helping clean up the 
highways of his home state. The bilingual entertainer taped 
an original song entitled, ‘Don’t Mess With Texas’, for radio 
and TV spots for both English and Spanish stations, to help 
draw attention to the campaign to tidy up the state’s 
roadsides. Johnny was honoured by Keep America Beautiful 
System Inc, on 1 August, during an appearance in Corpus 
Christi, for his role in the campaign. The song won the Award 
of Excellence, for the state of Texas, as the top pace-setter in 
litter reduction and beautification, as well as the Govenor’s 
Community Achievement Award, and $130,000 to use for 
local beautification of the highway system. 


@ Loretta Lynn will take her show on another USO-DOD tour, 
this autumn. Scheduling and itinerary have not been 
announced, but the troupe is set to depart the USA in 
November.

This is the first- 
ever Folgers sponsored concert tour, and marks the first 
association with the coffee-maker for Milsap and Yoakham. 
Sheppard, however, is no stranger to the Folgers scene. He is 
in his second year as Official Spokesman for T G Sheppard's 
Folgers Racing Team, which now ranks third in the overall 
NASCAR standings.

Just two companies in the whole of 
North America bother to send me 
records - none from other parts of 
the world. Most of the British artistes 
| work with give me copies of their 
recordings, either tape or record, 
because, as | move around, | play 
and promote them. 


Just think, if National Radio won't 
play country music (on a recent 
drive from London - three hours - 
listening to Radio 2, they played 
only two country records, both 
American) how else can the public 
know what is available to buy? 


You know, as | do, how records 
chart . . . promotion companies 
send night clubs and top mobile 
DJ's, as well as radio stations, free 
records. The kids hear them, and 
then go out and buy. Until record 
companies realize they are leaving 
out a vital part of the cog in the 
machinery, they won't sell in any 
volume. Give us the tools and we 
will get on with the job, promoting 
country music. 


Have you tried buying ‘Irish 
Country’? | even wrote to 
Homespun Records, but | didn’t get 
a reply. All | asked for was a list of 
new releases, and if they could 
supply me direct, as my local record 
shops claim they have to place a 
£50 minimum order, and so might 
not be able to sell them. It is the 
same with a lot of record 
distributors. I'm told shops have to 
order too high an amount to get 
delivery, so that puts them off 
ordering country.

Dear Jeffery & Howard 


Although the recent Country Music Festival at 
Peterborough was not the first held in that city, it 
was the first one organised by you, and with a 
new Captain and Crew at the helm, obviously, 
the course of things would be different. You will 
recall that during one of our conversations over 
the Bank Holiday weekend, you asked me to 
collect my thoughts, and let you know my views. 
So, | thought an open letter, in this manner, 
might be the best way. 


OBSERVATIONS/CONGRATULATIONS 


In the first place, | thought, musically, this was 
the best Peterborough Country Music Festival 
ever, not only for the quality, but also the variety 
of the acts, and sound and lighting. The names 
you have disclosed to me for next year, look like 
raising that standard yet again . . . but what the 
financial cost of that technical success has been 
in 1986, is anyone’s guess. A count of heads 
shows losses, totally undeservedly. So | am 
writing the following to you in an open-minded 
hope, that it will help you formulate your ideas to 
improve the attendances next year, and thereby 
help to attract the sort of heavyweight sponsor 
which, lam sure, any major eventlike this, has to 
have in order to succeed. 


My big worry was always that, by moving the 
Festival ‘up-market’ (something | totally support), 
there was a danger you would be ‘throwing the 
baby out with the bath water’. By this, | mean, 
traditionally the fans who have descended upon 
Peterborough each year, have considered it the 
‘People’s Festival’, unlike Wembley - the media 
festival, with huge indoor shows. Peterborough 
was the extrovert carnival, based upon country 
music, where if fans did not like the 
line-up of one particular show, they could skip it, 
knowing that plenty of other things were going on. 
It was just a relaxing and pleasant place to be 
among friends. 


Only a_ fool would claim they can speak for all the 
fans, but I, and other ‘CMRU’ writers, do have a 
lot of contact with, not only those who attended 
this year’s Festival, but, perhaps more 
importantly, those who told us they were not 
going to the Peterborough event, for a variety of 
reasons. The biggest single reason | heard was 
the uncertainty - new promoter, and a question 
mark over what site; headliners dropping out; and 
other ridiculous situations created by other rival 
festivals. Also, one can’t discount the ‘political 
campaign’ involvement of the fans, by certain 
parties, no longer involved with this event. Each 
took its toll, and of course, you were not, as in 
previous years, blessed by the weather. 


During the course of the weekend, | have heard 
you talk of your plans for next year, and know 
there is a chance you will move to another, 
possibly more suitable, site in Peterborough. If 
this is so, please make that decision early, being 
sure once it is announced, it stays there. Also, | 
think it’s generally understood, a good camping 
facility is vital, as Peterborough is simply not a 
big enough catchment area to attract enough 
country fans to support the concerts provided by 
such a festival. Therefore, outside visitors have 
to be attracted, but even if they could afford it, 
there is just not enough suitable hotel 
accommodation in Peterborough to cater for the 
numbers you need to attract. 


Generally speaking, many people who need to 
camp are also put off by high ticket prices, and 
many felt that £50, for what they thought was just 
four shows, was on the expensive side. Very few 
seemed aware that you could get £5 (restricted 
view) tickets. | made a point of checking those 
seats, and although the view was, indeed, 
restricted, as the ticket clearly stated, the sound 
was excellent, and, in my opinion, represented 
some of the best value for £5, | have found in 
country music, anywhere. | know you need to 
sell the better seats, and most people, who can

afford them, will want those seats, but next year, 
let the fans, who can’t afford them, know there 
are cheaper alternatives! Another reason many 
people | spoke to gave for not going was that it 
was a long way to go for just two days. | know 
there were two really excellent shows on the 
Monday, and they were FREE, but this simply 
was not conveyed to the fans in ADVANCE. 


Another complaint | overheard was that the 
afternoon shows started too late. It left less than 
an hour between the shows. This meant that 
when they over-ran, fans did not have time to get 
a meal, or a change of clothes, before they had 
to be back for the next show. It was virtually like 
one long show with an interval. Therefore, some 
left before the first show finished, and others 
arrived late for the second. So | think you should 
assume most people will be there with you all 
weekend, and start the shows earlier to allow a 
reasonable time in between! 


Also, because of time restrictions this year, there 
were problems over encores. | know it really 
annoys many fans when an act earns a genuine 
encore and is not allowed it. The prime example 
this year was Raymond Froggatt. Quite clearly a 
large proportion of the crowd were quite angry he 
did not get one. They genuinely felt he had been 
badly treated and some even felt cheated!! 


AWARD WINNERS’ CONCERT 


At this point | should like to suggest that you 
expand the Festival to seven shows, and if you 
are to carry on with the CMRU Awards, at your 
Festival, automatically book all the British acts 
who won acclaim this year. A Friday night 
British Award Winners’ line-up should appeal 
strongly to the thousands of British fans who 
voted for them. 


SECURITY 


Always hard to balance at this sort of event, is 
security. A festival like Peterborough’s is 
supposed to be a free and easy, happy affair, but 
we all know one of the major problems in 1985 
was security, and the fights. You promised to put 
that right this year, and you undoubtedly did - but 
possibly with overkill. There is now a risk of too 
many restrictions putting people off. Even as a 
working journalist, | found several barriers (no, 
I’m not talking about the one | tried to limbo dance 
my sports car under!), made it difficult to do 
the job properly. Then again, to be fair, | saw how 
you were aware of the circumstances and were 
fine-tuning all the time. The problem is, the public, 
and the artistes, want to feel secure, without 
feeling unnecessarily restricted. A difficult 
balance to achieve, and not, | suspect, readily 
understood by many. 


ALCOHOL 


We all know the problems this can cause at 
major events, where large numbers of people 
gather. However, I’m sure the ban on alcohol in 
the ‘Big Top’ was met with mixed reactions. 


None of us wanted to see a repetition of some of 
the scenes from 1985; most of those scenes 
were not at the shows anyway, but outside. It 
makes the position of an interval even more 
important, so that people can get refreshments. 


OUTSIDE EVENTS 


This year did not involve quite as many, and as 
far as most people attending were concerned, it 
was all over by Sunday night. Again, this was 
simply because they believed there were no 
major shows on Monday and some stall- 
holders started to pack up early, because 
security wanted to take away protective barriers 
etc, in the morning, giving everyone the 
impression it was all over. As I’ve stated earlier, 
much of the attraction and success of 
Peterborough, with the public, has always been 


the busy atmosphere, and | hope something can 
be done to make sure it’s revived then retained. 


Other details | am sure the fans would love to 
know are the times and places where the stars 
would be available to sign autographs and pose 
for pictures. You only had to watch the reaction 
Lore and the Legends created, walking around 
the outside arena, to appreciate what this meant 
to the fans . . . | believe you can and hope you 
will take this letter as constructive, not 
destructive criticism, because the British 
country music scene and its fans, need 
alternative professional promoters, like 
yourselves, to get involved with such major 
events. Equally, | am sure you are now very 
much aware, promoters, like yourselves, need 
fans to give them the fullest possible support. 


WHICH BRINGS ME TO MY FINAL POINT. 


| also feel that since Peterborough city stands 

to gain much in world-wide media coverage, and 
benefit greatly from the additional spending from 
the people coming into the city, then the City 
Council should stand up and be counted, and 
give you maximum support by being prepared to 
underwrite more than they have done thus far.

EMPIRE ARENA

LANCASTER and Morecambe City 
Council worked a minor miracle to 
produce and put together their first 
International Festival of Country 
Music, in under three months, 


@ On site were the usual array of 
western wear, record stalls and 
various eating and drinking facilities. 
Much use was made of the bars 
situated in tents alongside the main 
marquee, but it was also possible to 
purchase a drink inside and sit and 
watch the show, consuming your 
beverage. But, as a good prelude, the 
main beer tent was packed, when 
Morecambe trio, Buffalo and Beads, 
consisting of Tony Ross, wife Glenda, 
and bass guitarist. Jimmy Ward, gave 
a lively start to the weekend, with a 
wide and varied selection of songs - 
old and new. They kept their audience 
happy, and it was nice to see 
America’s legendary star, Hank 
Thomson, taking a keen interest in 
them. Then, the Mick Conlin Band and 
Wally Whyton kept up a very high 
Standard, which was maintained 
throughout the weekend. 


SATURDAY 


@ Opening the first main concert, 
were two of my own personal idols, 
Pete Stanley and Brian Golbey, 
illustrating the musical wizards that 
they are... then, with little time to 
spare before catching their train, they 
gave the press and bar staff an 
impromptu version of ‘Duellin’ 
Banjos" 


@ The Bluberry Hillbillies bounced on 
stage with their own brand of 
alternative country, and the shocked 
look on the faces of the purists was 
something else! They were more rock 
than country, but! loved them .. . Then 
a combination of Zydecs and Cajun, 
from London's Balham Alligators, who 
worked tirelessly, pleased the fans, but 
after a while, this type of music 
becomes meaningless to me. | much 
preferred it when | closed my eyes and 
was dreamily transported to a South 
Sea island by the crystal-clear sounds 
of legendary’ ‘steelie’, Herb 
Remington, who replaced the Free 
Mexican Airforce. Some lovely backing 
by Gerry Hogan, also, Mick Conlin 
Band. 


@ The evening show opened with 
West Coast (Preston) augmented on 
Steel guitar by former member Dermot 
Gethins, and were enthusiastically 
received by the crowd. 


@ A resident of Tulsa, Oklahoma, Jana 
Jae, who's previously toured Britain 
with the Buck Owens show, appeared 
resplendent in a white, shimmering 
dress to please, not only the eye, but 
also the ear, with a selection of fiddle 
favourites and well-sung songs. The 
Mick Conlin Band gave a rousing 
version of ‘Ruby, Don't Take Your Love 
To Town’, then accompanied the fiddle 
virtuoso for a selection of Bob Wills 
favourites. Jana then duetted with Mick 
Conlin on, ‘When You Were Sweet 
Sixteen’, and a rip-roaring version of 
‘Wild Colonial Boy’, before calling 
upon compere, Wally Whyton, to take 
the stage with her for, ‘Rollin’ In My 
Sweet Baby's Arms’, and getting him to 
hold her bow vertically in front of him, 
while she ran the fiddle up and down, to 
render ‘Boil Them Cabbage Down’. 


@ Pinkerton’s Colours then produced 
their highly-professional performance, 
including British chart-topper of 20 
years ago, “Mirror, Mirror’. There's no 
doubting that they've developed into a 
very fine country band, not visually 
exciting perhaps, but extremely 
entertaining. 


@ The evening closed with Vernon 
Oxford, who started his set with 
‘Watermelon Time In Georgia’. He then 
treated the audience to his own 
favourites, and a selection of Hank 
Williams’ songs, before laying down 
his borrowed guitar (his own got lost in 
transit), and picking up the fiddle, to 
the great delight of the crowd. He 
rounded off his set with a selection of 


his religious numbers (at one point he 
Stopped singing, when he felt that 
someone was showing irreverence) to 


complete a generally, crowd-pleasing — 


performance. 
SUNDAY 


@ Due to transport problems, | missed 
the opening act, Vegas, but was told 
they gave a really good performance, 
and gained a lot of new fans. Due to the 
inclusion of Rose Marie on the 
afternoon bill (and much to the 
disappointment of the people who 
travelled to see her at night), timings 
were slashed, which was such a pity, 
as the jovial, Memphis Short and his 
Grand Canyon Band, were only just 
beginning to enjoy themselves -a 
really entertaining lot - and they were 
kept very busy signing autographs 
later. 


@ The Janie Fricke single, ‘Pleasing 
You, Pleasing Me’, was one of the 
songs of the first female artiste of the 
weekend and she certainly pleased the 
audience. The lady in question was 
Birmingham born-but residing in 
Vancouver, Canada - Anne Lord, who 
had everybody on her side, and I'm 
sure, we'll be hearing much more of 
her. 


@ Rose Marie was in sparkling form, 
holding the crowd in the palm of her 
hand, with an act which makes it easy 
to see why she was voted, Most 
Popular British Female Act of the year. 
Well done me gal. 


George Hamilton IV proved to be a 
worthy headliner, by sailing through a 
selection of his many hits, with a very 
capable backing group, which included 
his son, George V, singing one of his 
own compositions, letting us know he 
intends being around the country scene 
for some time to come. The fans went 
home happy. 


@ The Sunday evening was the best 
supported show, as Cliff Ledger's 
Family Band started the proceedings. 
A well chosen set of standards from 
them, and the three daughters 
presented a pretty picture in their pink 
outfits, as they each showed off their 
musical talents . . . Then it was time 
for The Mick Conlin Band to appear in 
their own right. Having well backed 
various artistes, they proved 
themselves worthy of their own spot. 


@ Poacher quickly | endeared 
themselves to the audience, with their 
excellent harmonies, and material 
covering the complete spectrum of 
country music. As a four-piece band, 
they are sounding more country than 
they have for many years. The 
audience readily responded to their 
requests to sing and clap along with 
the song that nearly did big things for 
them, ‘Darlin’, then encoring after 
great demand with, ‘You Are No 
Angel’. 


@ The delightful Ann Lord, from 
Canada, making her first visit to 
Britain since she was four, opened 
with Lee Greenwood’s ‘Dusty Dixie 
Road’. She quickly had the audience 
on her side (as she appeared for the 
third time at the Festival), 


@ When Slim Whitman appeared on 
Stage, he displayed all that old magic, 
singing his former hits. However, he 
changed much of his programme, from 
that of his recent tour, and the lack of 
rehearsal on these songs with 
Poacher, showed, as they were 
obviously as strange to them as they 
were to this writer. It was not helped by 
Slim's non-use of a monitor on stage. 
When Byron Whitman came on for his 
spot, he showed just how much he had 
matured, since his first visits to this 
country with ‘Daddy’. He tackled such 
numbers as “Big Train From Memphis’, 
and ‘Solitaire’, with ease, and should 
have a future in showbiz (albeit, 
perhaps not in country music). Slim's 
final spot had all the crowd-pleasers 


@ The worsening weather conditions 
were soon forgotten, as the excellent 
band, West Virginia, dished up a very 
good selection of songs - Great stuff! 
Then, Randy Blue & Deep Water 
impressed me immensely. This 
Blackburn group is rapidly becoming 
the No. 1 choice of many people around 
the north-west regions. Their version 
of a song, which is rarely off my 
turntable, "Going Where The Lonely 
Go’, made my day. 


@ For a long time, my favourite 
British group has been Kenny Johnson 
& Northwind, and after this 
performance, nothing's changed. 
Closing the afternoon sessions, it was 
nostalgia time, in the form of 
Singapore-based. million-selling 
hitmaker of the sixties, Leroy Van 
Dyke, looking fit and well, and 
sounding great. He treated a very 
receptive crowd to some of his 
favourites, such as, ‘Big Man In A Big 
House’, ‘Walk On By’, and, of course, 
‘The Auctioneer’. | feel that with the 
right management (as far as Britain is 
concerned), he could find a 
rejuvenated career. 


@ Mick Conlin Band warmed the 
crowd on the final night; their rendition 
of Bob Dylan's ‘Forever Young’, 
bringing them well deserved applause 
before the showman -who sold the 
idea of the Festival to the Lancaster and 
Morecambe  Council-Jed ‘Ford, 
bounded on stage. Resplendent in 
white, frilly shirt, his brief spot kept the 
crowd clapping along, before giving 
way to Jean Shepard's band, the 
Second Fiddles. An extremely talented 
and tight group performed a variety of 
contemporary country songs, showing 
off the skills of steel player, Phil 
Cooter. 


@ Second Fiddles remained on stage 
to back Rusty Adams’ alter ego, as 
KoKo the Country Clown. Although only 
performing a cameo spot, he delighted 
the audience with his impressions of 
many country stars including, Hank 
Snow, Johnny Cash, Ernest Tubb, and 
Marty Robbins. He even managed to 
produce a duet of ‘Don’t Worry ‘Bout 
Me’, between Tubb and Robbins, 
before going off to a standing ovation. 


@ Jean Shepard pleased the audience 
with a selection of her hits from 
yesteryear, all the time trying to dodge 
the rain, which was now pouring down 
from the roof of the tent. In her finale, 
she showed she can still yodel, as well 
as ever. 


@ Randy Blue & Deepwater acted as a 
sort of ‘Brazos Valley Boys’, 
augmented by veteran ace ‘steelie’, 
Herb Remington, for the Top Of The Bill 
American, Hank Thompson. A little 
hesitant at first, Deepwater were 
Obviously not used to playing in a 
western swing style, but picked up the 
beat as Hank Thompson went through 
his repertoire of well-known hits, such 
as ‘Humpty Dumpty Heart’, and ‘Wild 
Side Of Life’, before the show was 
brought to an abrupt end by compere, 
Wally Whyton, because the gale-force 
wind had increased to such a pitch, that 
the marquee was beginning to move 
around and was in danger of lifting 
off... as it did the following day. 


@ To set out with an idea and a recipe 
for making a Country Music Festival, 
given that almost all that the 
ingredients consisted of, were a piece 
of waste land, a helping of ratepayer's 
cash, stirred with endless hours of 
worry and hard work, within a time 
scale of just thirteen weeks, seemed 
like sheer lunacy. Yet, incredibly, 
Morecambe’s Director of Tourism and 
Entertainment, Tom Flanagan, and his 
team, achieved some _ really 
impressive results. Their effort and 
enthusiasm meant this brave venture 
has left them with a potentially first- 
Class site. and event. Given time, it 
could develop and compare with any 
other major Country Festival. 


@ Finally, many thanks to all involved 
with the Festival, and special thanks to 
the on-site Press Officer, John 


Freeman, for his invaluable help. If we 
do have another next year (June?) let's 
change Morecambe’s motto from 
‘Beauty Surrounds, Health Abounds’, to 
“Music Surrounds, Country Abounds’.

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WRECKED FOUR ESCAPE 


Four men had to run for their lives when gales wrecked the main marquee at 
the Country Music Festival sited at the back of the Empire Buildings, 
Morecambe, where only hours earlier hundreds of people had been inside 


for the final festival concert. 


The four were working inside 
the huge tent, preparing to 
dismantle it, when a violent gust 
flipped it over. They managed to 
scramble clear only seconds 
before the 40-ton steel frame 
and six tons of canvas crashed 
spectacularly to the ground. 


‘Everything went in about five 
seconds. It was _ pretty 
frightening,’ explained foreman, 
David Griggs. ‘We were right in 
the middle of the marquee, at 
the time. We were very lucky. 
There is no warning when they 
go. We ran as fast as we could 
and just made it. The tent 


followed us, turned on its side, 
folded in the air, and followed us 
out.’ 


Mr Colin Enos, spokesman for 
KBC Tent Hire, Rotherham, 
from whom the marquee was 
hired, was at the scene when 
the disaster struck. ‘It’s beyond 
repair,’ he said. Many sections 
were so badly shredded, they 
were irreparable. 


Workers were able to 
successfully dismantle the beer 
tent, however, which helped to 
minimise the cost of the 
damage.

FESTIVAL WORTH DOING 


Morecambe’s first Internationa! Country Music Festival lost a considerable amount of money, but, 
although audience figures were nowhere near those expected, organisers reckoned it had been 


worth doing. 


Chairman of the City Tourism 
Committee, Councillor Tom 
Shingler, said the festival had 
been worth the money put into it. 


‘We have to try these things. We 
are always getting critisism for not 
doing anything, and | was fully 
behind having a go. The results 
were, _ perhaps, a __iittle 
disappointing, but in view of the 
shortage of time we had to get 
everything done, the general 
reaction is that we did a 
marvellous job,’ he said. 


The original cost of the festival, 
was £147,000, and despite having 
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to pay an extra £12,0U0 for 13 
airline tickets to get the American 
stars to Britain. Tourism Chief, Mr 
Tom Flanagan, said the budget 
had not gone much over this. 


However, money was lost on the 
income side. Audience figures 
were under half those anticipated 
Mr Flanagan said. Around 3,500 
people attended over the whole 
weekend, and organisers had 
hoped for twice the figure. 


The best concert was on Sunday 
evening, with Slim Whitman 
heading the bill. It was watched by 
and estimated 2,000 strong 


audience. Saturday's expected 
high attendance figures, however, 
were not reached, with only a 
meagre 500 on-lookers. The grand 
finale, planned for Monday 
evening, was a washout, because 
of the weather and Mr Flanagan 
said it had been touch and go 
whether to stage it at all. 


‘The loss will be considerable, and 
| am disappointed about that, but 
we went into it in the knowledge 
that something like this might 
happen. It was a big investment to 
make, and we made it for the 
benefit of Morecambe,’ concluded 
Mr Flanagan.

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@ THOSE of you that have read my reviews 
regularly, know that | have a great deal of 
admiration for the Warrington-based group, 
Poacher, and recently my attention was again 
directed their way, when | heard that ITV was to 
revive the talent show, New Faces, this September. 
| remember, the first time | ever saw them was when 
they won the show, almost ten years ago. 


@ | could not remember exactly how many there 
were in the group - were there originally five or six? 
And am | right in thinking, that in at least one of the 
programmes, they were dressed in something 
which resembled Confederate gear? It was all a 
long time ago, and when | caught up with the group 
at Peterborough, recently, they naturally enough, 
were more interested in talking about the future, 
rather than those heady days from nearly a decade 
ago. 


@ Upon checking the dates, | discovered they 
actually shot to recognition in 1977, and even 
though all those years have gone by, there are still 
many of the places they play, who quote, ‘Winners 
of New Faces’, in their advertising. For a long while, 
Poacher stood alone and reigned supreme on the 
British country music scene. 1978, when they had 
US Cash Box singles chart success with ‘Darling’ on 
Republic Records, they would undoubtedly have 
had similar British chart success, but for the 
unfortunate circumstances of their British record 
company, (at that time) RK Records, being taboo 
with the radio DJ's, following allegations of chart 
‘hyping’ for one of their other bands. 


@ In fact, the years have not always been kind, and 
changes have taken place in the group, as they have 
adjusted to the ups and downs of show business. Of 
the original line-up, only two remain, Tim and Alan, 
but Peter Frampton on lead guitar has been there 
almost as long and Martin Duffy, on drums, has 
been constant for several years now. 


Over the years, they have appeared at all the major 
festivals, on numerous TV shows, like the ‘Video 
Entertainers’, enjoyed popular presence on the 
cabaret scene, and are regularly involved with trade 
promotions in the way that American country stars 
are. For a long time now, they have been sponsored 
and involved with Viadivar Vodka, and the group are 
always quick to say how grateful they are for that 
support. So many of our groups are being forced off 
the road, because of financial pressures, this 
sponsorship is one of the things which has allowed 
them to carry on with their plans, to chase those 
elusive dreams and ambitions, and to be able to 
convince themselves that they need never say die. 


@ Like other groups in Britain, | am sure they still 
have tha ability to grace stages, along with the best 
the world has to offer. For years, manager, Dave 
Warwick, has made no secret of the fact that he has 
been looking for someone who he feels could record 
them and help promote them, not only here, but in 
the States as well. Now some nine years after their 
initial success via TV, he feels the search is over. 
That man’s name? Dan Mitchell. 


@ Dan Mitchell may mean little to fans in this 
country, unless you read the songwriter and 
producer credits on your albums. Then you would 
know that his songs have been among the hits 
recorded by top US group, Alabama. The most 
famous of which, is probably ‘Fiddle In The Band’. 
Mitchell has his offices in Nashville, USA, in the

very same building as Alabama’s management 
company, which is where Dave Warwick met this 
huge man. 


He simply walked in, talked about Poacher, 
played him some demos. The man was impressed, 
then he listened some more, was more impressed, 
went away and thought about it, listened again, 
talked it over with Dave, and there and then agreed 
to get involved. 


@ The original plan was for Poacher to actually go 
to the States, but that has been altered, in that Dan 


Mitchell is now coming here to meet the boys. 
Whether that actual recording will take place in 
Britain, has yet to be decided, but it will be Premier 
One Records, Nashville, who will handle the deal. 


They plan to have a single released both sides of the 
Atlantic by late-October/mid-November, with an 
album to follow shortly afterwards . . . Good news 
for one of Britain’s finest groups . . . But the good 
news does not stop there, because, manager, Dave 
Warwick, has also put together for them an 
American management deal with World Artists 
Entertainment Inc, (whose main offices are in 


Florida). The band will be handled through their 
Nashville branch, by Larry Broderick, and currently, 
there is some strong talk of Poacher as support act 
on an Alabama tour, but Tim says they hardly even 
mention it, in case they are tempting fate. 


@ New Faces lifted this group from obscurity to 
being a household name with British country music 
fans.. Who knows, maybe the return of the 
programme will be a good omen, and that the new 
‘American Connection’ will give them a ‘New Face’ 
lift and big success the other side of the Atlantic. 
They certainly deserve it.

RADIO CITY’S SIXTH, ANNUAL, 


JAMBOREE 


@ LIVERPOOL’S Radio City, had 
already established their  self- 
financed, annual country jamboree as 
one of the most popular country music 
events on the north-west country 
music calender. Their chosen venue 
at Aughton Chase, near Ormskirk in 


Lancashire, a huge, indoor riding 
school, with double staging, mounted 
on articulated trailers. The multi- 


purpose, design-built venue with 
built-in bar and food snack bar, 
evoking thoughts of a Texas Honky 
Tonk environment, for a show hosted 
by Radio City’s regular presenters, 
Joe Butler and Mark Jones. 


@ Friday evening opened with 
Liverpool's Harvey. This seasoned, 
four-piece unit brought the stage

alive, with their close-knit harmony 
work, and the slow-to-gather audience 
loved them. They set a high standard 
for the rest to follow. The next act on, 
Hickory Lake, were still on an all-time 
high, following their success in the 
‘CMRU’ International awards. The 
band, voted by this paper's readers as 
the Most Popular British Country 
Music Group, as a gesture to their fans 
from the region, were re-presented 
with their award, before they showed 
why they are held in such high 
esteem. Their show was a delight, yet 
again and a fair sized gathering of 
Liverpool country entertainers had 
mustered to congratulate the group on 
their success. 


@ Local band, Stroller, then did a set

yet another re-presentation of their 
treasured award, which again 
delighted this packed, North-West 
region audience. 


@ Liverpool thrush, Jody Stevens & 
Westwood kept the party spirit flowing 
in true Liverpool style, with a nice set, 
taken from their club show. The 


Hillsiders kept the atmosphere on the 
goodtime boil, and the dance floor 
Space to overflowing, with a cracking 
set, tailored to suit the occasion. This 
year’s Jamboree’s final spot went to 
the °86 Awards nominee group, 
Campbell's Country. This Corby-based 
country music band are past masters at 
reading the wants of their audiences.

@ THE opening show of the revamped Peterborough 
Festival, provided a varied menu of musical styles, 
ranging from fifties-style rock and roll, to cockney-pop, 
then finally, country music. Master of ceremonies, for 
the afternoon, was that grand ol’ man of skiffle, the 
irrepressible, Lonnie Donegan, who wisely used a 
string of his old skiffle hits, to hold things together, as his 
music was right at home among those other musical 
memories from earlier days, provided by the Crickets 
and Ricky Valance, who was the opening act. One-time 
pop star, turned country singer, Ricky's bright and 
breezy set proved extremely slick and enjoyable, witha 
mixture of country songs including, ‘Truck Driving Man’, 
and ‘Mama Tried’, plus a countrified version of ‘Legend 
In My Time’, the high spot of his set. 


@® Pete Sayers & The Dixie Bluebirds demonstrated 
the high quality, British music ~ 

has now attained, 

with good 


musicianship and tight harmonies which 
deserved longer on stage, in their own right. The return 
to Peterborough, by popular consent, was the 
appearance of ex Paul Revere & The Raiders’ guitarist. 
Freddy Weller. The combination of his stone, country 
voice and punchy, aggressive set should ensure a 
quick and welcome return to these shores. 


@ Next came musical nostalgia in the shape of Buddy 
Holly's original, The Crickets, with Jerry Allison on 
drums, Joe B Maudlin on upright bass, and Fred Payne 
on lead guitar. This was the music | grew up on, but | 
must admit, it did now sound alittle dated, and | found the 
trip down memory lane with ‘Oh Boy’, ‘Maybe Baby’, 
‘Rave On’, and ‘Peggy Sue’, just a bit over-long. The 
memories were there, but some of the magic seemed to 
have disappeared over the years. 


@ Following the interval, came the man | was waiting to 
see. The man tipped to make a really big breakthrough, 
Dwight Yoakham. Despite a couple of minor sound 
problems, he definitely won the hearts and minds of this 
Peterborough audience. All the promise inherant in his 
album, ‘Guitars, Cadillacs, Etc’, was realised with a 
driving performance of ‘Honky Tonk Man’, ‘Guitars, 
Cadillacs, Etc’, as well as classic interpretations of the 
‘Grand Tour’, and ‘Walking After Midnight’. It was really 
great to hear some ol’ style country music given an 
invigorating new lease of life. 


@ This is the stage in my review where | should say 
something like ‘Headlining the afternoon bill were... ’. 
but alas, | can’t, for as far as I'm concerned, Chas & 
Dave at a Country Festival were complete non-starters. 
OK, so their roots, way back, lie in country music, but 
their, often crude, raucous style of music was totally out 
of place on this stage at Peterborough, and as an 
exercise in getting bums on seats. it was quite the 
reverse, they failed, dismally. Definitely a low note to 
finish a good afternoon show on.

@ ONLY acouple of years ago, we used to comment if 
a British country music audience accepted any original, 
or less than familiar material, so it shows the amount of 
improvement made, when this, generally, is no longer 
the case. In fact, for me, the two most successful acts of 
the evening, sang nothing but their own, original songs. 


@ The evening opened solidly enough, with competent 
sets from Frank Jennings Syndicate, and the Kevin 
Duffy Band, but | felt the latter needed a front man. 
Perhaps this was because their set was so short, and 
they stayed on to back Jo-Ann Steele, who appeared 
on stage in an Indian head-dress, singing ‘Kawliga’. 
Even though, her set was safely pitched at the country 
music standards side - she did not include, ‘Wind Me 
Up’, which was an American hit she wrote, and sold for 
only a few dollars. 


@ | genuinely believe, there is only one thing to stop 
Raymond Froggatt being an international superstar, 
and that is Froggie, himself. Almost as soon as he 
comes on stage, the crowd are cheering, and as he 
moves around, it is almost as if he is defying you to take 
your eyes off him. It seems he is one of those rare 
characters, whom all the ladies love, and yet, strangely 
enough, none of the men resent. (Dolly Parton has it in 
reverse.) Froggatt only sang five songs, all self- 
penned, so he, naturally enough, had to leave dozens 


@ MICK Green, even with his up-market image, hates 
me for each time he, I'm sorry, we decide who's 
covering what, | seem to finish up with the show I’m 
least comfortable with...For instance, Dwight 
Yoakham and Ed Bruce are more my scene, but 
Greeny - sorry - we decided | should have the Sunday 
afternoon, and you know what, | probably got the best 
show... 


@ The Yellowstone Picnic Band opened up with 
probably the best set I've witnessed from a British band 
at a festival. Four voices, led by Nick Carter, and twin 
lead guitars; the group presented a very varied act, 
highlighted by ‘Four Strong Winds’ (a real production 
number), an acapella version of ‘Tumbling 
Tumbleweeds’, and ‘You're The One’, complete with 
theatrical gestures. The ‘Bears’ then stayed on stage, 
to accompany Grand Ole Opry veteran, Dave Dudley, 
who proved that the years hadn’t weakened his voice 
any. Dave delighted the audience with his warm 
personality and his all-too-short set of | songs, which 
naturally included ‘Six Days On The Road’, and ‘Truck 
Drivin’ Son Of A Gun’.

@ THE Sunday night show was opened by Diane 
Solomon, backed by her group, American Express. | 
would have been highly surprised if this lady had turned 
in anything but a professional set, but | was surprised to 
see so short a spot including such country ‘classics’(?) 
as ‘Boy Can't Help It’, and ‘Stuck In The Middle’, but | 
did like ‘Wild Turkey’. 


@ My biggest disappointment of the weekend came 
next, backed by Scotland’s Duke Boys. | had been 
looking forward to seeing Del Reeves, but frankly, his 
set left me cold. Even when he brought his daughter on 
stage and went into his impressions - well, he didn’t 
impress me - | had already made that note when ‘He'll 
Have To Go’, just about summed it up for me. 


@ During the next changeover, a recorded message 
from Tammy Wynette was played over the sound 
system. But it went down like a lead balloon! | guess 
those who were interested (?) wanted Tammy, not 
excuses. There’s no doubting the recording was 
overlength and, | thought, unnecessary, but so too was 
the slow-handclap which greeted it, not only from the 
unforgiving public, but also from sections of the media 
too. 


@ By this time, | was feeling a bit let down, but 
fortunately, Jim Glaser lifted me, and the whole Festival 
again, with a lovely balanced set. As he and his brothers 
originally started with Marty Robbins, he pitched in a 
couple of songs from that era, then he included a couple 
of the Glaser Brothers hits. The current stage line up 
sounded so good, | made the note that if they could get 
the two acts together, they could make a fortune as 
‘Double Glasers’...and | loved Jim’s dress sense: 
dinner jacket, frilly shirt, dickie bow, and Jeans! Great. 
He also included a brilliant acapella version of the 
Stephen Foster hit song, which was written more than a 
hundred years ago, ‘Hard Times Come Again No More’, 
and closed with ‘You're Getting To Me Again’, which had 
the crowd on their feet, screaming for more. It was less 
than a decade ago, when Jim first launched his solo 
career, playing the small British country music clubs. 
Since then, he has worked again with the re-formed 
brothers, then found more solo recording success. But 
here he underlined that his popularity with the British 
country music fan is as strong as ever. 


The Frog shows there ain’t no Lore against being original 


of the fans’ favourites out, as he concentrated on his 
newer songs. So was this ‘Just Another Night’? You've 
got to be joking! The audience were on their feet, 
screaming for more, and | thought it might have become 
quite nasty at one stage, when no encore was allowed. 
Yes, this was a major Country Music Festival, and | 
know he is British. I'll argue with anyone who says 
Raymond Froggatt can’t stand on any stage in the world 
and compete with ANYONE when he's in this mood. 
Great! 


®@ Long time a favourite of mine, and another truly great 
songwriter, but perhaps because of what had just gone 
before, | did not find Tom T Hall & The Storytellers as 
entertaining as in the past. His eight-song set included a 
lot of favourites like, ‘Ballad Of 40 Dollars’, ‘Clayton 
Delaney’, ‘Pamela Brown’, and ‘Old Dogs And Children 
And Watermelon Wine’, and although | enjoyed them, | 
did not get the lift | got from the previous act - despite the 
fact it was a quality performance, throughout. 


@ No intermission (they were running late) meant that 
Lore & The Legends, who were one of the successes of 
last year, followed straight on. It was difficult to hear the 
lead guitar on the first couple of numbers (perhaps there 
is something in their song ‘Sometimes It’s Hard To Be A 
Cowboy’), and they were not having the impact of 1985, 
until suddenly, the lead instruments shone through, and 


@ Rattlesnake Annie gained a warm reception for her 
ten-song set, although largely familiar, she included a 
couple of newer numbers, ‘Texas & Oklahoma’, and 
‘The Country Music Hall Of Pain’. 


@ Festival favourites, those ‘British’ from Louisiana 
bunch, Jimmy C Newman & Cajun Country were next. To 
be really truthful, | reckon Newman has only an average 
voice, and a weak stage personality, but he does have an 
uncanny knack of attracting and surrounding himself with 
top class musicians. The current Cajun Country is, in my 
opinion, the finest aggregation of its kind in the world, 
with Wade Landry (fiddle), Bessyl Duhon (accordion), 
Johnny Carter (steel), Randy Mason (drums), Eddie 
Curtis (bass), and his wife Bobbie Curtis (keyboards and 
vocal). Newman’s thirteen-song set featured numbers, 
now familiar to Country Music Festival followers, plus a 
cracking version of ‘In The Mood’, Cajun style, with 
Bobbie Curtis singing lead, and ‘Cajun Blossom 
Special’, with Wade Landry performing miracles with his 
fiddle. 


@ Left with a ‘follow that’ situation, singer/songwriter, 
Ed Bruce, did just that - and how. Asuccess when he last 
appeared in Britain (Wembley), but this was a much 
more successful appearance. OK ‘Everything's a Waltz’ 
for this big man, who glided through his programme, very 
smoothly, always careful to give credit to the writers of 
the songs he was performing. Of course, many were 
songs he had written with his wife, Patsy. Those songs 
which have become classics like’ ‘Mama Don’t Let Your 
Babies Grow Up To Be Cowboys’, ‘Texas (When | Die)’, 
and the song he closed with, as he walked off, waving a 
small Union Jack, ‘This Is The Last Cowboy Song’. 


@ The crowd had obviously wanted more, but as Lynn 
Anderson, looking like a vivacious college school girl,

dressed in a huge baseball shirt, had crept on stage to 
sing harmonies on the ‘Last Cowboy Song’ (sitting 
beside the drummer), Ed introduced her, and she sang 
a three-song set: ‘Rose Garden’, ‘Cry’, and ‘Rocky 
Top’, before letting Ed back on stage for their two 
duets - from his new album, ‘Night Things’ - ‘Fools For 
Each Other’, and ‘Down The Hall’. Again, much to the 
delight of the crowd. But even that wasn’t the last we

with it the whole act. Lore and the band are big men, who 
wear long, silky dust coats, and they really ‘looked the 
business’ as they strolled around the site, or promoted 
themselves on stage; and they really did ‘do the 
business’ when they presented their own songs. Lore 
has a distinctive voice, rather than a great one, but the 
feel he has for the songs he writes, and the way he puts 
them over, gives him a unique sound. Again, | felt as ifhe 
was a 1986 version of Marty Robbins as far as the songs 
were concerned. After ‘Silver Spurs’, the programme 
lifted all the way. ‘Long Train’ was raunchy, ‘Saying 
Goodbye To The West’ was poignant ‘One Step Ahead 
Of The Law’ (which is the title track from the current 
album), is back to the Marty feel again, but very eighties- 
ish, and ‘I Miss You’, which he dedicated to his friend - a 
member of the band which toured last year, but who, so 
tragically, died-was touching, without becoming 
maudlin. An excellent presentation of original material. 


@ The night's headliner, Billie Jo Spears, has toured 
here many times, and remains a favourite with British 
audiences. She gave her fans exactly what they 
wanted, those hits and favourites she has been 
associated with, over many years. She encored with 
‘Your Good Girl’s Gonna Go Bad’, which obviously she 
hadn't, as far as the audience was concerned. A typical 
Billie Jo show .. . and there ain't nothing wrong with 
that! 


@ Jean Shepard might be showing her age, physically, 
but not vocally. Jean opened with ‘Slippin' Away’, then 
surprisingly, kept away from her hits until the final song, 
‘Second Fiddle To An Old Guitar’. Rick Langston, 
Jean's bass player took the lead on ‘Haven't You 
Heard’, to provide a little variation. Jean’s band, the 
Second Fiddles, remained on stage to back Rusty 
Adams, in his very good, alter-ego set, KoKo the 
Country Clown, offering competant impersonations of 
Hank Snow, Ernest Tubb, and Marty Robbins, before 
finishing with a moving rendition of ‘Beyond The 
Sunset’. 


® Tom T Hall closed the Sunday afternoon show with 
an extended version of his previous day’s performance, ° 
adding ‘I Like Beer’, ‘I’m Not Ready Yet’, ‘PS | Love i 
You’, and ‘Love Letters In The Sand’. There’s no doubt 
about it, Tom T with his Storytellers band were the 
standout stars of this particular show, but really, I've got 
no critisism to make at all... In fact, the Promotors 
should be well satisfied with this one, and, indeed, the 
other shows, on this Bank Holiday weekend. 


were to see of this superb pairing, because they were 
invited to make a quick return on stage, to announce the 
winners of the 1986 Country Music Round Up 
International Popularity Awards, which was the centre- 
piece of the evening, and although, perhaps, this isn’t 
the place to say it, the whole 25-minute presentation 
was very slick and extremely professionally presented. 
(See separate review) 


@ Needless to say, there was no interval, and as soon 
as the awards were completed, it was time for the 
legendary star of the Grand Ole Opry, Kitty Wells, to 
sing with her band, before introducing husband, Johnny 
Wright and son, Bobby Wright. Then even more family, 
when a couple of grandsons appeared on stage. 
Johnny and Jack songs like, ‘Ashes Of Love’, ‘| Get So 
Lonely’, and ‘Oh Baby Mine’, were featured, while those 
on stage represented over 50 years of country music 
enterprise, and produced a set which transcended time. 


@ To close the Sunday, came Bill Anderson & the Po’ 
Folk Band, and here | must say, | am nota Bill Anderson 
music fan. | wouldn't go so far as to say | prefer CMRU's 
Tony Anderson, but I’m nota fanatic. However, | really 
must admit, he ‘Still’ seemed to be a big favourite with 
most of this audience. This was a tight, easy to listen to 
show, and | thought the ‘Mountain Dew’ medley was 
very effective, but personally again, songs like ‘Golden 
Guitar’ really turn me off. Setting that aside, | have to 
report despite that, the show went on until well past 
midnight. Hardly anyone left before the end, and Bill 
Anderson certainly got a lovely response from the 
audience. OK, it just ain't my type of country, and if | 
want to see the Dwights and Lores, then other people 
are entitled to see and hear their favourites. That's 
really what festivals are all about- variety, and 
providing something for everyone ... and to sum up 
the entire entertainment provided over the weekend, | 
can honestly say that | doubt if | was outside the 
marquee for more than half an hour, in total, during the 
whole time the shows were on. Why? Because there 
always seemed to be an act coming up, | wanted to see, 
and very few - if any - on the entire bill, were being 
used as fillers. That is also why | must say, it was 
musically, the best Peterborough Festival held so far. 
What a pity more of you weren't there to witness it! You 
missed some great entertainment.

@ The show opened, on time, with 
the compere, Keith Shepherd - 
who had done a first class job all 

weekend on the outside Free, 
Original British Country Music 
Stage - bringing the boss, Colin 
Kettle to the centre of the podium 
to make his speech. 


@ Yorkshire's Spill the Beans, 
soon had the audience in the 
mood, with a very good set of 
quality country entertainment. 
They went long way to prove that 
there is no gap between the 
American product and our home 
grown talent. What a start to the 
all-British show. 


@ The stage change brought 
those funloving Scots, the 
Louisiana Hellraisers, to the fore. 
They might have come away from 
Europe bronzed, but at 
Peterborough, they were solid 
gold. The older, more portly 
Crusader had to scramble 
underneath the tiered seating to 
retrieve his Union Jack cap, which 
he had thrown into the air in 
excitement and sheer delight. This 
band is hot British property. 
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@ Red Moon Joe started their set 
by informing the audience that 
they were here for a 21st party. It 
was their 21st gig since they 
formed, and that is New Talent. 
These youngsters from the North 
West played out of their skins with 
a sampler of what's to come in the 
future of home-grown country 
music. They had the press 
benches glowing in praise. 


@ The final spot went to 
Firewater, who brought to 
Peterborough their colourful and 
energetic club performance, ina 
fitting finale to a show which 
country music can be proud of. All 
of the Capped Crusaders agreed, 
that most of the legendary 
American superstar entertainers 
brought to this festival, the ‘Oh so 
dear’ memories of a golden past - 
for which we love them dearly - 
but the British contigency gave us 
all a glimpse of the future in their 
wonderful showcase of The British 
Stars of Tomorrow. Our caps come 
off in salute to the 
Musicians’ Union, and Jeffery and 
Howard Kruger for their support in 
this worthwhile venture. 
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@ IT is most confusing for fans, when two bands adopt the 
same name. This happened. last year, with British local act, 
Stateline. a country outfit and a rock band, and with 
Borderline. a four piece and a bluegrass duo. Stateline, the 
country group. have ceased to exist. and so have Borderline, 
the quartet. so things are a little clearer now. But recently 
another source of confusion has arisen with Chisholm, a 
North East-based group, and Chisum, a South Yorkshire 
band. Chisum finds it hard to gain work up north, because 
clubs think they have already used the band. and | assume 
Chisholm also experiences the same difficulties. So, can | 
Suggest that all new groups do themselves a favour? Before 
choosing a name. check out CMRU or the BCMA handbook to 
see if anyone is already using a name you have in mind, and 
let's stop this confusion. It hurts the band, agents and can't 
help anyone. 


@ Remember that excellent musician, lan Lawrence? I've 
not heard from him for a while, but have discovered he’s 
now with a new band. Lincoln Continental. Apart from lan, 
there's a lot of experienced talent in this country rock group. 
American Steve Powell handles lead vocals and harp. 
Graham Williams, lead guitar, and Dodo the drummer were 
both with Racing Cars, and bassist, Lincoln Carr, like lan, 
was with the much acclaimed in the early eighties. Quarter 
Moon. | look forward to hearing them. . . 


@ Fans in Cardiff are in for a treat this month, when Rogues 
opens at the Canton Labour Club.

@ IT was a dream come true for songstress, Philomena Begley. 
From a musical debut with a ceili band in the village hall, in her 
native Pomeroy, Co. Tyrone, to the stage of the Grand Ole Opry, in 
Nashville, Tennessee, The lass was awarded every major 
accolade on the national and international country music circuit, 


and the title, ‘The Irish Queen 
of Country Music’. 


@ Philomena Begley was born in 
Pomeroy, the fourth child in a family 
of eight born to local breadman, 
Joe Begley and his wife, Josie. Her 
childhood days were happy ones, 
attending the local St Mary's 
School, and helping her 
grandmother run the local grocery 
store in the afternoons. On leaving 
school, young teenager 
Philomena, soon found 
employment in a Jocal hat factory, 
for a wage of £3.50 weekly. Later 
on, she moved and joined the staff 
of the local branch of Woolworth’s. 


ON STAGE 
WITH PHILO 


@ The local ceili dances were the 
favourite form of entertainment in 
the 60's, and one of the favourite 
local ceili bands was known as The 
Old Cross. Leader, John O'Neill, 
invited Philomena to join them on 
stage one night, and he was so 
impressed with her performance, 
that he invited her to become a 
resident member of the ceili outfit 
for a fee of ten bob (50p) nightly. By 
now, ceili music was on the decline, 
and country-style was very much in 
favour. The Old Cross ceili band 
decided to go country, and were 
renamed Country Flavour, with 
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Philomena Begley as their lead 
singer. Their popularity grew and 
grew, and they soon became the 
leading attraction, not in Co. 
Tyrone alone, but throughout the 
ballroom and hall circuit. 


CHART SUCCESS 


@ With The Old Cross, she 
recorded several songs for Dolphin 
Records, but her first chart hit 
emerged with the number, ‘Here 
Today, Gone Tomorrow’, issued by 
Release Records. It spent ten 
weeks in the Irish top ten, back in 
August 1971. Her final hit with 
Country Flavour, was singing 
‘Never Again’. After that, together 
with her (then) boyfriend, Tom 
Quinn, she decided to form The 
Ramblin Men, which was the title of 
the single which launched the band 
into the top league. Further hits, 
such as ‘Light In The Window’ and 
‘Wait A Little Longer’ followed, and 
a duet with Ray Lynam, ‘My Elusive 
Dream’ followed before our 
songstress parted with Release, to 
lauch her own label, Top Spin. 


@ After along romance, Philomena 
and Tom were married in 1974, 
setting up their new home at 
Galbally, just outside Pomeroy. By 
day, the happy couple were to be 
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found on the farm, and by night, 
touring the ballroom circuit with the 
Ramblin Men. What a schedule. 
Playing, on average, 250 ballroom 
dates at home, and concerts 
throughout Britain, Europe and 
America - recording and television 
dates added. For such became her 
yearly programme. She also had 
Irish chart success with such 


singles as, ‘Blanket On The 
Ground’, ‘Once Around the 
Ballroom’, along with albums, 


‘Ramblin Men’, ‘Blanket On The 
Ground’, Queen Of The Silver 
Dollar’, and ‘Truckin Queen’. 


THE HAPPY EVENT 


@ The stork arrived at the Quinn's 
in December 1976, bringing a 
daughter, Mary Patricia, for 
Philomena and Tom. Within a 
matter of months Philomena was 
back on the bandstand. In '77 she 
joined Hank Locklin on stage at the 
Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, for one 
week and she returned to the 
Country Festival in Wembley, before 
she headed off to Nashville to record 
albums such as, ‘Nashville Country’ 
and ‘Fireside Country’ under Porter 
Wagoner, in the Fireside Studios. 
She also appeared at the Grand Ole 
Opry, and guested on Porter's 
coast-to-coast television series. 


@ In November 1979, son Aiden 
Joseph was born, and in May 1981, 
they had their third arrival, another 
daughter, Carol Diane. Philomena 
toured Europe with Charley Pride 
and Emmylou Harris. Then in 1981, 
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BBC Television in Northern Ireland 
invited her to co-host ‘Make Mine 
Country’ with George Hamilton IV, 
which” included many of her 
favourite national and international 
stars as guests. 


NUMEROUS 
ACCOLADES 


@ Her farm-cum-home at Galbally 
is now littered with accolades. 
Silver, Gold and Platinum Discs for 
her multi-selling singles, albums 
and cassettes. Trophies and 
awards as Ireland's top vocalist, 
from various publications. RTE's 
Entertainer of the Year etc. The 
European Gold Star Award is there 
also, along with the 1985 BCMA 
acknowledgement. 


@ By 1984, she had disbanded the 
Ramblin Men to resume her 
successful partnership with Ray 
Lynam. They made the Music 
Week/CMA album charts with their 
album, ‘Simply Devine’, and the 
lower regions of the British pop 
charts with, ‘She Sang The Melody’. 
Ray and Phil have lately enjoyed a 
comeback, at Wembley, and on 
numerous British tours, as well as in 
countless television guest spots, 
and have appeared in ‘specials’ 
together, at home and in Britain. 


@ So after two decades on the 
bandstand, Philomena Begley still 
remains as popular as ever, even 
with a new generation of country 
fans. By day, she is still the farmer’s 
wife and mother, and by night she 
becomes ‘The Irish Queen of 
Country Music’ to countless 
thousands at home and overseas.

@ Jimmy Burns centres his Hartlepool area report, this 
month, on the town’s lona Club. Apparently, an 
exceptional opening show from Dillinger was followed 
by a pleasant show from Leeds’, Shotgun Duo (but 
were disappointing material-wise). Apache too, 
pleased the majority of fans, at Rover's Qouits Club, but 
again, Jim felt a change of material was needed. Then, 
JD Band proved crowd-pleasers with numbers to suit 
most persuasions. Finally Jim recalls the Blackspur 
Road Band gave an exciting display, which left no one 
disappointed. 


®@ Scottish quartet, Appaloosa, failed to live up to 
expectation, on my first look at them. Their lack-lustre 
show, at Ayresome Qouits Club, belied their media 


reports. 


@ | wrote, some months ago, | didn't think it would be 
long before Andy Brown, ex-lead singer with High 
Plains Drifter, would, once again, be back in force on 
the country music scene, in the north-east. After 
pursuing a rather limited career as a solo act, he is now 
fronting the recently-formed, Dollar Band . . . with Andy 
& Mick Vicary (drums), Terry Ellis (lead guitar/banjo), 
and Tony Hornsby (bass guitar). Although the band still 
need to tighten up their act somewhat, there is no 
mistaking the populatrity of Andy, as witnessed by a full 
house at the Gunfighters CMC, Hebburn (the first time 
in months!). | have heard that certain clubs in the area 
have refused to book this band!? (Their loss I’m sure!) 


@ The Chuck Wagon CMC who meets monthly (each 
last Wednesday), at the Fleece Inn, Alnwick, recently 
had a successful appearance from popular local duo, 
Dave Milner and Kevin Tweddle, who collectively form 
Deuce. 
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@ |T was quality music and entertainment from Dave 
Bryan with Pat and Roger Johns. Ages since | saw the 
threesome working together in this area, which is 
certainly the punters loss. The evening was hosted by 
Harrogate CMC at their regular venue (alt. 
Wednesdays) of the Harrogate Football Club, and was 
one of the more popular shows of the year. Had a 
pleasant chat to the vacationing Bob and Peggy Ostler, 
who for several years have promoted and supported 
country music in Hull. Their present centre of 
operations is Oliver's Club, which despite its outwardly 
austere appearance, offers a warm and hospitable 
welcome. 


@ Leeds-based Shotgun Duo, alias Tony and Mike, 
played to an enthusiastic crowd at the Stables, 
Knaresborough. A bit short on patter between 
numbers, but for variety, content and value, quite 
unbeatable. Guesting later in the month, was west- 
country singer/songwriter, Johnny Spencer, who 
understandably, still relates the tale of his Swiss festival 
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(Perhaps a case of another man’s meat, nuff said.} 
| Leaving early for Redcar’s Royal Navy Club, 
where two thirds of Shakedown were last-gasp 
replacements for the scheduled act, creating more 
variation in sound and material, than the 
afore- mentioned quartet. 


@ The formidable two-pronged lead vocals and 
harmonies of Phil Lloyd and Ken Durrant were heard to 
full advantage, when the Shack Band guested at 
Longlands Social Club - ‘Seven Spanish Angels’ and 
‘So We Can Love Some More’ - pure magic. 


@ The recently-formed Dollar Band showed their lack of 
time together, when they appeared at South Bank FC. 
Relying heavily on the material, and strong vocals of 
Andy Brown, they have still to find their own identity as a 
band. 


@ Ken and Stan Andrews worked themselves to near 
exhaustion entertaining members at Barnard Castle's 
Go Country club. Their golden oldies programme was 
seemingly appreciated by everyone present. During the 
interval, Stan backed guests from the floor, three 
individual efforts from the glamorous Glaxo Girls, 
Tammy, Emmy and Dolly (alias Carol, Doreen anda 
certain Mrs Towler) won great approval from the 
audience. The £348 raised on the night was increased to 
a wonderful £1,900, via Treasurer, Jim Rutherford’s 
sponsored walk, with two pals, along the Pennine Way. 
The club's monthly raffle (prizes donated by members) 
has also raised A further £1,200 this year, for various 
local charities. A magnificent effort by all, an example for 
other clubs to follow. 


@ Living up to their excellent press reports, Spill The 
Beans gave a very bright, breezy performance, at 
Yarm’s New Cross Keys Hotel. They have definitely 
fulfilled early promise shown, when | saw them in '84. 
Mac's superb vocal is much to the fore, with more than 


adequate back up vocals, by Tony and Sue, producing 
outstanding two/three part harmony.
